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On January 10 as the king of Spain,
his mother and the court were return-
ing from church a man fired a pistol
at one of the carriages in the proces-

glon. No one was Injured, however.
The man was promptly arrested and
declared that he had not attempted to
take the life of the king, but wished
to kill the grand chamberlain.

Tha recent recall of Dr. vun Hol-
leben, the German ambassador to the
United States, s viewed with satis-
faction in British circles, according to
dispatches from London. It is gald
that public opinion in England has
been strongly directed against Ger-
many in the Venezuelan affalr, and
the recall of the German minister is
regarded as a humillation for the (.}er-
mans.

United States Minlster Bowen left
Caracas, Venezuela, on January 11 on
his way to Washington. He was ten-
dered a great ovation by members of
the government, British and German
residents of the city and the general
publie, It Is generally belleved that
his mission to this country is Iin re-
gard to the arbitration proceedings and
the powers are walling with some
anxiety as to the outcome of his visit

Judee Lucien Boles Oils died at
Chicago on January 11 at the age of
83 years. For many years Judge Otls
practiced law in Ohio and served as
judge of the court of common pleas.
It is sald that among the members of
the bar who practiced at that tima
In hisg court were Rutherford B. Hayes
afterward president of the Unitea
States, and Morrison R. Wait, after-
ward chief justice of the United States
supreme court.

On January 11 dispatches from Tan-
gler announced that the sultan's troops
had been defeated In a battle with the
rebels and the sultan had made known
bis intention to abandon Fez and es-
tablish his capital at Rabat. It is
sald that the foreign ministers at Fez
have left for Rabat.

Recent rumors as to the proposed
merger of several railroads in Ken-
tucky has led the railroad commission-
ers of the state to go to New York
to investigate the alleged violation of
t"e laws of Kentucky by the combi-
nation. Prominent financiers and
rallroad men bave been summoned to
appear before the commissioners to
glve testimony as the “terms and
conditions by which rallroads in Ken-
tucky have been combined or ac-
quired.”

A dispatch from Boise, Idaho, dated
January 11, says: At a joint caucus
of the democratic members of the
legislature last night James H. Hawley
was selected as the candidate for
United States senator,

According to special advices from
Sofia to a Berlin paper, the chiefs of
the Macedonian revolutionary move-
ment in Bulgaria have decided to be-
gn an insurrection on April 1,

Orn  Janvary 12 President John
Mitchell issued a cireular to mine
workers urging them to increase the
coal output so as to prevent much of
the suffering that is feared on ac-
count of the coal shortage, The sit-
uation is causing much alarm thron:

out the country, several places belng

almost entirely without fuel and the

recent severe winter weather tends

to aggravate the situation greatly. In
Chicago a special grand jury has been
called to investigate the conditions
responsible for the coal famine and
considerable evidence has been se-
cured against the coal operators anl
the big mine owners,

The recent announcement that Gov-
ernor General Taft of the Philippines
may be appointed to the supreme
bench has caused considerable com-
ment in those islands. The people
generally are adverse to having Gen-
eral Taft leave them and petitions
have been sent to President R(m.qm'e.lt'
urging him to allow them to retain
tieir governor,

James H. Peabody, republican, suc-
ceeded James B. Orman, democrat, as
governor of Colorado on January 13,
The Inauguration was witnessed by
nearly 20,000 people and was made the
occasion of the greatest military par-
ade ever seen in Denver,

A gloomy view of the financial con-
dition of Germany was taken in the
opening address of the chancellor to
the Prussian diet on January 13. Tt
said that the accounts for 1901 closed
with a deficit of 9,375,000 marks and
those for the last vear were no more
satisfactory. For the year of 1903
a demand must be made on public
c-edit for a considerable loan in con-
gsequence of the depression in agricul-
ture, trade and industry.

In his Inaugural message Governor
Murphy of New Jersey called atten-
tion to the general view taken of the
New Jersey laws in regard to trusts
and declared that there were few if
any real trusts doing business under
the laws of the state, the name being
given promliscuously to large corpo-

rations of all kinds, Governor Mur-
phy i8 reported as saying: “In the
last three years the corporations or-
ganized under our beneficent laws
have pald the state $13.000,000 and for
the last three years payments have
averaged $2,227,246. Their capitali-
zation is many billions and the stock-
holders are hundreds of thousands of
people. The state has its obligations
to these stockholders, Let us live up
to them frankly and manfully and no*
be ashamed to be honest.,”

Official information from Mazatlan,
Mex., is to the effect that the ravages
of the plague still continue. Appeals
for assistance have been made and 2
relief fund started. An appropria-
tion will soon be made by the state
for relief purposes,

A scheme in regard to the handling
of coal by the dealers of central Illi-
nols was detected on January 14 when
It was found that grain cars have been
loaded with s=oft coal and billed as
wheat., This coal was then stored in
out of the way sidings and held for
higher prices, while the need for fue!
Is great and people are actnally suf-
fering for the want of it. In Colum-
bus, 0., the charters of six coal com-
panies have been revoked because of
their conspiracy to raise prices and
limit the output of coal.

A dispatch from Concord, N. H., un-
der date of January 14, says: “'Rep-
resentative Winston Churchill, the
novelist, iniroduced a bill in the leg -
islature today requiring that the con-
stitutions of state and nation be read
in the public Schools of New Hamp-

shire once a year.
